A young man, tearned in the lore of his 
church and possessed of an abundance ot 
personal magnetism and an cloquent 
tongue, tf at the head of the missionaries 
in St. Louls. He is P. J. Sanders of 2800 
Franklin avenue. His appearance is pre 
possessing. He is tall, slender and straight 
as an arrow. fHlis features are as clear cut 
as those of a face on a Greek coin. Their 
forcefulness is accentuated by steel gray 
eyes that have, at the same time, the quiet 
giow of Kindness, and the flash of con- 
scious power. He dresses with taste and 
fashion, his favorite garb being a Prince 
Albert suit of a somber black and a silk 
hat. He is 29 years old and was reared 
in the Mormon faith. 

Eider Sanders nas four aasisiants in St. 
Louls. They labor under his direction. The 
meetings, which are held frequentiv. are 
but a small part of the work of making 
converts.

St. Louis hax been pe riodically visited by 
Mormon missionaries for many years, but 
they carried on their work in this eity in 
a transient fashion until ten months ago, 
when the head of the church at Sait Lake 
(ity, feeling that the harvest was ripe in 
St.’ Louis assigned Elders Sanders to es. 
hag a permanent mission here. A hall 

vas rented in the Fraternal Bullding at 
Ereventn Street and Franklin avenue, and 

Mider Sanders took up the work alone. He 
met with a discouraging reception at first. 
but he remained at his post until finally he 
made aconvert. Then, in rapid succession, 
he secured a dozen more.

HUBBARD ON ITALY, 


Many readers will doubtless agree that a striking and read- 
able article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch was the signed 
statement by Elbert Hubbard, editor of the Philistine, on 
the conditions in Italy that led up to the assassination of 
Humbert. 

With a population less than half that of the United States, 
says Mr. Hubbard, Italy maintains an army of 250,000 men 
in times of peace. ‘‘Conscription kills ambition. Men will 
not work when the government demands half their wages, as 
Italy does.” * * * “Manual labor is held everywhere in 
contempt and this accounts for the seeming superfluity of 
folks and the brazen beggardom.” 

Mr. Hubbard rightly ascribes Italy's terrible condition to a 
triumphant militarism and sounds the warning note to the 
United States, which have come to the parting of the ways. 

American militarists will move heaven and earth to make 
the troubles in China an excuse for the creation of @ large 
standing army. With the example of Italy before them, will 
the American people permit themselves to be beguiled into as- 
suming such a burden?

STARVING == MINER'S ~— DIARY 
Kept Daily Record of His Terrible 
Sufferings as He Slowly 


Starved to Death. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, Aug. 6—Henry 
Wevywich of Los Angeles starved to death 
while wintering near McPherson Lake on 
the Yessezee River, Alaska. His partner, 
Al Dominy, also of Los Angeles, was only 
saved from a similar fate by shooting a 
moose. He lived upon the meat until he 
reached a relief station. 

The story of Weywich’s death is recorded 
in a_little Spanish-American Bible, in which 
he kept a diary, as his notepaper ran out. 
Weywich and Dominy were 
the ‘Sunny South" party which left for 
the Klondike in 1898. They took the Ed- 
monton trail, and before winter set in all 
save Weywich and Dominy turned back to 
civilization. Dominy and Weywich strug- 
gied on and succeeded in reaching Mc- 
Pherson Lake, where they built a cabin 
and prepared to spend the winter. The 
men's provisions were short, but they 
thought 
keep them going. No game appeared, 
though, and by January they were on short 
rations.

Later he left the lecture platform and 
began preaching for the Lutheran church. 
He was then stationed at Hamburg, supply- 
ing a circuit in Clark County. While liv- 
ing there he made the acquaintance of Miss 
Laura Sieg, sister of John Q. A. Sieg, then 
&@ prominent resident of Harrison County. 
In 1837 he married Miss Sieg, she being his 
second wife. Shortly afterward they loca- 
ted in Harrison County, three miles from 
Corydon, where they lived until his death, 
which occurred in 1855. Three children by 
his second wife and two sons by his first 
wife survived him.

Memphis Merchants’ Ex- 
change, has been received from J. L. Ha- 
sheriff of Leflore County, Mississippi, 
in which are given the facts about a meet- 
ing of business men recently held at Itta 
Bena for the purpose of devising ways 
and means to interest the Illinois Centrai 
Railroad in the construction of a line of | 
road from Itta Bena north to Belzoni and | 
from Minter City to Itta Bena. The road 
to Belzoni would connect with the new 
branch which is now open south from 
Isola, an extension of the Yazoo Delta. 
and it is the claim of the Leflore County 
people that it would open up a wonder- 
fully rich country. 

The qpo-operation of the Merchants’ Fx- 
change is asked in securing a meeting be- 
tween a committee from the exchange and 
the board of trade of Itta Bena. The mat- 
ter will be laid before the directors of the 
exchange and it is certain that they will do 
all in their power. 

Mr. Haley says that Itta Bena ships 7000 
bales of cotton a year, not one of which 
reaches Memphis, and he thinks if this pro- 
posed line could be obtained all the traffic 
of the territory which is now going to other 
concentrating centers would be attracted 
to this market, to say nothing of the volume 
of business certain to be created by the con- 
struction of a line through an undeveloped 
territory. He acted as chairman of the 
meeting of business men and it is their opina- 
ion that almost every foot of the necessary 
right of way could be secured with out a 
dollar’s expense to the Illinois Central rail- 
road.

LONGEST CABLE ROAD 


IN THE WORLD 


BECOMES A TROLLEY. 


The last days of the cable railroad in St. 
Louis are near at hand. Within a month, 
officials of the St. Louls Transit Street 
Railroad Co. say, the Broadway line, 
which St. Louis has long boasted as the 
longest street railroad line in the world, 
will have been completely converted into 
an electric line, and whatever portion of 
the trackage remains intact will be simply 
rottening iron buried under sixteen inches 
of the hardest concrete that can be made. 

The conversion of the Broadway line 
marks a third epoch in the history of the 
street railways of St. Louls, which have 
long been noted, even for years before con- 
polidation of the interests of the various 
companies, as composing the most perfect 
System maintained in any state in the na- 
tion, or in any nation on the globe. James 
Campbell, broker and veteran street rail- 
Way magnate, puts it this way: 

‘In the beginning, in the late 60s, was 
the mule and the bobtailed car. It was 
nearly a quarter of a century before any- 
thing better was found. Then in the late 
"SOs the cable and the trolley came at 
about the same time and fierce competition 
ensued. While the Broadway line was not 
he first cable line in the city the great 
ength of the road, which by combination 
of systems was made for a long time the 
longest straight away route in the world, 
added unusual interest to its operation, 
both with the builders of street railways 
and the public. 

“The trolley came before the establish- 
ment of the Broadway cable and for years 
the merits of the respective systems were 
a. subject of spirited debate among those 
who built and financed street railroads and 
the division of opinion was as marked and 
discussion at times as fierce as the squab- 
bles over a political issue in campaign times. 
The striking success of the Broadway line 

ve the supporters of the cable one of their 
Best ments for use all over the world. 

“But the trolley has won, and now comes 
the third stage of street railroad history, 

by the demolition of the Broadway 
cable line, which is to be consecutively fol- 
lowed by translation of the Olive street 
and Fourth street cable lines. Electric 
rs may now be run on both of these lines, 
ut the tracks are to undergo the same 
substantial changes which now mark the 
work along Broadway, the cable slots are to 
be filled in with concrete and heavier rails 
are to be put down. 

‘While the trolley has proved superior to 
the cable, its superiority is not so marked 
as is generally believed. The main dif- 
ference is in the item of original cost of 
construction and equipment. In considering 
operating expenses it is not to be forgot- 
tan that the most cheaply conducted line in 
the city is the Olive street road.” 

The trans 


formation of the Broadway line 
is being performed with great rapidity. 
ew and _ 


all along the line and the surface roadbed 

s to be rebuilt. The foundation roadbed 
is not to be disturbed. Street railroad 
builders say that the concrete foundation 
already established cannot be improved. 
This will simply be strengthened by filling 
in — old cable slot with additional con- 
crete, 

Since the inauguration of the transforma- 
tion work the plans of the transit com- 
pany, it is said, have necessarily been con- 
siderably remodeled. It was at first the in- 
tention to remove the old cable and the 
guards along the whole line, which would 
nave necessitated digging up all the con- 
crete foundation. It has now been decided 
to leave these as they lay, simply filling in 
the cable conduit with more concrete. Even 
many of the large guard wheels are not 
to be taken from the ground. 

The steel rope cable of the seven and one- 
half miles of road from East Grand av- 
enue on the north to Keokuk: street on the 
south costs $2900. It has been the policy 
to replace this cable every six months on 
account of wear and tear. The rejected 
cable was then worth about $1400. The 
guards and wheels, of which the cost has 
been far up in the thousands, would have 
sold for about half price, and by recovery 
of this iron the expense of changing the 
road from a cable line to an electric line 
would have been greatly lessened. 

It is common gossip among workmen 
along the road that the cable, which has 
not been in use for several months, was 
found to be a severed wreck when the work 
was begun. The rope had been practically 
“cut in two’ at intervals of every few 
blocks in both North and South 8t. Louis 
The destruction had evidently been ac- 
complished by the use of extremely strong 
acids, which had been poured into man- 
holes for miles. along the track. All the 
Other iron, even the guide wheels in many 
Spots had been rendered useless. for 
commercial purposes by the same means. 

The Broadway line is one of the oldest 
street railways in the city. The old St. 
Louis Railroad Co., which owned the 
road before general consolidation, was in- 
corporated March 10, 189. Two associate 
companies were formed at the time and 
the original grant of franchises covered the 
Same territory as that over which the cable 
was afterward operated, except that a 
large portion of the route of the old horse 
cars ran over Seventh street and down to 
Keokuk street, a spot then known as ‘“‘Wild 
Hunter.”’ 

The Baden electric line was built by an 
independent company in 1876, but a mutual 
traffic arrangement was at once stab- 
lished, and the northern line was finally 
absorbed by the central district corpora- 
tion, which had in the meantime been cre- 
ated by consolidation of the two parent 
companies. Since the inauguration of the 
use of electric power on the road there 
has been afforded to patrons the longest 
“straight-away  ride,’’ without’ transfer, 
that is possible on any street railway in 
the world.

TRACKS SPRINKLED WITH OIL 

How Railroads Running Into St. Louis 
Prevent Dust From Their 


Roadbeds. 


Raliroaés running into St. Louis have dis- 
Govered a method of saving their passen- 
gers from riding through clouds of dust on 
their trains. They sprinkle their roadbeds 
with oll. 

If it were not for the liberal use of oll, 
those tracks that are not ballasted with 
rock or burnt clay would be covered with 
' dust which would be whirled through the 
| car windows by passing trains and be a 
' constant inconvenience to patrons of the 
The oil, however, effectually ‘‘set- 
-tles” the dust. One application of it will 
last two months, and it is inexpensive. 

The only serious objection to the use of 
' ell is that it is highly combustible and the 
test care cannot prevent the ties of the 
tracks from becoming ignited where they 
set high above the ground. But it is claimed 
that such fires may be prevenged by filling 
in the tracks with earth to a level with the 
tops of the ties.

Carroll Bill to Become Law 
in Two Days. 


ITS EVIL EFFECTS BEGUN. 


NO MONEY FOR CARE OF THE 


STREETS. 


City Institutions and General Sanita- 
tion Left to Utter Neglect, but the 
Saiary List Remains 
Untouched. 


The crippling of every branch of the city 
government will result from the passave of 
the Carroll appropriation bill, which, 
changed in a few details, but unaltered in 
its essential humiliation, has passed the 
House of Delegates and is raedy for the 
Council and the mayor. The bill is ex- 
pected to become a law within two days, 
but its evil effects have not even awaited 
the formaliy of its passage. They have 
commenced and will continue with increas- 
ing force through the coming fiscal year, 

The avowed principle of the whole meas- 
ure has been “salaries first, work afler- 
ward.”’ Work will be a long way after- 
ward, as the bill now stands. If 
employes are cut off in any department, 
the credit for such action will be due to 
the head of the department. ‘The framers 
of the Carroll bill left salary payrolls at 
the highwater mark and all else at the eb» 

Mayor Ziegenhein stands ready to give 
his approval to the bill, and it is an- 
nounced that he will remain in his office 
until 6 o'clock Tuesday afternoon in order 
to sign thé measure as soon as it comes 
from the Councll. The Carroll bill con- 
tains nothing to whieh the mayor will ob- 
ject; in fact, it is thought to be very much 
the sort of a bill which he would have 
framed himself. 

The most conspicuous of the immediate 
results of the bill has been the suspension 
of all street cleaning and repair work and 
the practical closing of the street depart- 
ment. During the rest of the summer the 
streets of the residence district may be 
come poisonous with ever-increasing filth; 


useless 


bage, will become plague spots, and the 
ruts and holes in thoroughfares will grow 
more precipitous. 

The coming of fall and winter will make 
matters worse down town, for the sweep- 
ing of paved streets must cease within two 
months. Block patrol work will also cease 
before winter, and snow and slush _ will 
pile up on Olive street as it does upon a 
country road. 

Although the working force of the street 
department has been laid off and work on 
the streets suspended, salartes have been 
untouched. Inspectors have been provided 
for when nothing Is left to inspect, and su 
perintendents when nothing remains to be 
superintended,. If the foree of salaried offi- 
cials is reduced in any measure to 
spond with the cessation of the work, 
will be because Street Commissioner Var- 
relmann has a better sense of the fitness 
of things than Carroll and his associates. 

If the stopping of street work Is disgrace- 
ful and dangerous, the way in which the 
city institutions are treated is pitiful. From 
the comptroller’s estimate of the smallest 
amount on which the poorhouse could get 
along for the purchase of food, fuel and 
ice, the committee slashed $15,000; 
more was taken from the allowance for 
clothing and bedding for the city’s indigent 
charges. Supt. Remmers, as the only 
ure of economy which he can devise, 
ordered a number of the employes of 
institution to take their meals at home, 
this small saving will not Keep the larder 
from becoming empty long before 
April. 

Cuts in the food supply of the City Hos- 
pital, Insane Asvlum and Female Flospital, 
followed the same plan The heads of the 
institutions all declare that unless supple- 
mentary appropriations are made before 
the close of the year the buildings will 
have to be closed and their unfortunate In- 
mates turned out upon the city. The food 
supply of the prisoners in the jail came in 
for a cut of $5000 

Charity prescriptions in the City Dispen- 
sary will have to be filled from a fund 
which has been reduced nearly $2000 

Not only were salaries in all the branche: 
of the health department Kept at the comp- 
treller’s figures. but in a Kindred branch 
of work. the sanitary division, an increase 
of $15,000 was made by the committee tn 
the item of salaries. The appropriation for 
disinfectants, with which the salaried offi- 
clale do their work, was cut down. 

The expense account of the fire depart- 
ment was chopped $71,000, although a new 
company, No. 398, has been added to the de- 
partment since last vear’s appropriation 
bill. which allowed a larger amount for ex- 
than the present bill, was passed. 
This will mean. among other things. that 
the engine house near Seventh and Olive 
streets, which is 50 years old and in a tum- 
ble-down condition. will have to go without 
the necessary repairs for another year. 

The pay of judges and clerks for the No- 
vember election, an absolute necessity If 
the citizens of St. Loutsa are to exercise 
the franchise this fall, is not provided for

The department of factory inspection, cre- 
ated by a bill passed at the behest of the 
labor unions of the city, has been abolished 
by the failure of the assembly to provide 
for it, although it is claimed by labor leaders 
that the fees provided for in the ordinance 
would pay all the salaries and expenses of 
the new department. 

The only cuts in salaries are in the elec- 
tion commissioners’ office, a Democratic de- 
partment, and in the water department, 
which has independent sources of revenue 
and which the politiclans have been th§vart- 
ed in their efforts to control. 

The changes which the House of Delegates 
made in the bill before passing it Monday 
night did not affect its vital principle of 
spoils first and service afterward. They 
provided for paying the money already 
owed to street laborers, added to the salary 
list of the building commissioner's office 
and met a public demand by allowing 
enough for park concerts for the rest of 
the season. The witness fees fund was cut 
and the marshal’s appropriation increased. 
The fund for bacteriological work was in- 
creased enough to permit the retention of 
Dr. Ravold’s services by the health depart- 
ment.
